|—~but of a friend, and without ap- 
\parent. interest. to anygne except a 
personal acquaintance. Yet woven 


stand the hardships you are not 
urged to go. 

Under all sorts of conditions you 
are. taken from place to place, pase- 
ed on from hand to hand as in the 
time of the old “Underground,” un- 
til after days of adventure an 
danger. you are Free.
